John Fahr, a storekeeper 
in Savannah, Geo. shot Patrick Nugent, in 
an affray. ‘The ball passed through his scull, 
and he expired instantly, Fahr was immedi- 
ately committed to prison. 

On Saturday night week, a bck man, be- 
longing to Miss Nancy Drake, af Newbruns- 
wick, N. J. got up in his sleep and walked 
off the dock and was drowned. He had ‘for 
a long time, been accustomed to walk while 
asleep. 

British Government bills, to the amount of 
$200,000, have lately been sold in New-York, 
and the specie sent to Halifax. 

A Company has been formed in England to 
buy up all the Crown Lands in Nova Scotia, 
and promote the settlement of them. 

It is intended to revive the whale fishery 
at Halifax. That place had formerly 22 
vessels engaged in this fishery. 

Fish were lattely so scarce at St. Johns, N. 
F. that some British vessels, that went there 
fur cargoes, could not obtain them. 

The amount of subscriptions, &c. already 
obtained for the erecon of the Monument on 
Bunker Hill, Boston, is £58,806. 

J. Blanchard, hair dresser, and one of the 
City Sergeants died at Salisbury, England, 
of a cancer in the tongue, aged 55. Tle was 
in the habit of playing much on the Jew’s 
harp, and the one generally used was made of 
bras. His tongue at last became affected, and 
the corroding disease kept him in perpetual 
turment since the month of August last. 


On the 23th of April, a company of armed 
citizens set out from Mountserling, Kentucky, 
and proceeded to the camp of a nest of coun 
terfeiters, aout thirty miles from that place, 
ma Mountamous part of the country.

Two of the party 
were taken, and three made their escape ; the 
two ringleaders, Sturdevant and Allen, also 
made thar escape, but it is expeoted they will 
be taken. The money is so well executed as 
to be considered genuine. ‘Phe information 
which led to their detection, came from a 
young man who had acted as their clerk for 
suTne Yoars

Winship, a ble butcher, somewhere in 
the neighborhood of Patterson, N. J. Mr. Win- 
ship was returning from the city with the pro- 
ceeds of his market, and was met by Wood 
and bis comrades, and knocked down. He, 
however, obtained the advantage over them, 
and the robbers made off. Mr. Winship, after 
obtaining assistance, pursued, and Wood was 
taken as he was about crossing the ferry. He 
was again sentenced tothe state prisun in New 
Jersey. His third, and probably his last, en- 
terprise, was the picking Mr. Jackson’s pocket 
in the Theatre. After conviction, he stated 
“that he did not himsclf pick Mr. Jackson's 
pocket, though he was concerned with the 
gang, but that be had In his life picked pockets 
enough to slate the largest roof in New-York.’ 


The Milledgeville Recorder of May 3, an- 
nounces the distressing intelligence of the 
murder of the Indian Chief, General William 
M'Intosh, and the Chief of Cowetan, Tustun- 
nuggee Tomme, the news of which Was 
brought to the Governor of Georgia, by Chilly 
M'Intosh, the General's sen, and five chiefs of 
the nation, who made their e pe from the 
massacre. ‘The mischief was erpetrated by 
a large body of Indians, suppesed to be four 
hundred, who attacked Gen. M’Intosh in his 
own house, on the very day he had appoint- 
ed to set off at the head of a mission, to ex- 
plore the country west of the Mississippi, for 
the future residence of the nation. It is ad- 
ded, that there is too much reason to fear that 
white men were the instigators of this horrid 
butchery. 


Robert Douglass was executed at Bath, 
Steuben county, N. Y. on the Ist inst. agreca- 
bly to the sentence passed upon him for the 
murder of Samuel H. Ives. He was too feeble 
to ascend the scaffold without assistance, and 

oon after sunk down almost helpless. During 

the religious exercises he was much affected, 
and often called on God for mercy. No man 
ever met his fate with greater reluctance.— 
He made no confession at any time after he 
received the sentence of death, and left the 
public totally ignorant of the place of his na- 
tivity, and who are bis relatives. He was about 
24 years of age. 





Captain Luddington, of the sloop James 
Monrve, arrived at Charleston, S.C. from 
Neuvitas and Nassau, N. P. states that the 
schr. Planter, Capt. Eldridge, which sailed 
from New York, for Neuvitas, on the 15th 
February last, was fallen in with about the 
10th March, off Neuvitas, by a piratical boat 
rigged schooner, mounting 5 guns—who took 
possession of her, and ran to leeward of Neu- 
vitas—where it is related they murdered the 
eaptain‘and all hands. The above pirate is 
supposed to be the vessel captured by the 
U.S. steam galliot Sea Gull, and the boats af 
Hl. B. M. Frigate Dartmouth—goods having 
been found on board, known to have been 
shipped in the Planter. Captain L. also 
states that a boat from Matanzas had arrived 
at Neuvitas, a short time previous to his sail- 
ing, who reported that she had been fallen in 
with by the Colombian privateer, schoonor 
Revenge, Captain Bedford, who took out her 
cargo, consisting of Beeswax, and allowed 
them to proceed. The captain of the boat 
stated, that while in company with the Re- 
venge, he saw an American cruiser send her 
boats on board of the schr. Planter, then lying 
atanchor near the shore. The Lieutenant 
commanding the boats, went on board the 
Planter, when ane of the pirates, supposed to 
be the captain, presented what he called his 
commission—upon which the Lieutenant shot 
him through the head.
